I, Motohiro KASAHARA hereby declare that: 

(1) Renford HEAYSMAN, having a last known address 

of 407 Sunrise Kitakoshigaya, Osawa 3-22-18 Koshigaya-shi , 
Saitama-ken, Japan is the sole inventor of the invention 
set forth and claimed in application No. 09/718,498, filed 
November 24, 2000 and at the time the invention was made 
Renford Heaysman was an employee of Nokia Mobile Phones 
Limited of Espoo Finland, the entity now seeking to become 
the Applicant of the application under 37 CFR §1.47 (b) 

(2) Application No. 09/718,498 was filed in the 
United States Patent and Trademark Office under 3 7 CFR 
§1.53 (b) and in accordance with the Paris Convention based 
on application No. 9927667.7 filed on November 23, 1999 in 
Great Britain (priority application) to preserve a claim of 
priority to the invention under 35 USC §119. 



(3) The inventor Renford HEAYSMAN cannot be found 
or reached after diligent effort as evidenced by the 
attached copies of various documents a listing of which is 
as follows: 

(a) a series of email messages including: 

(i) November 3, 2 00 0 message from Pat Tye of 
Nokia Intellectual Property Rights United 
Kingdom (Nokia IPR-UK) to Motohiro Kasahara of 
Nokia-Japan requesting that a signature be 
obtained from the inventor Renford Heaysman on 
the Assignment and Declaration. 

(ii) A November 7, 2000 message from Motohiro 
Kasahara to Pat Tye indicating that the 
inventor took a long leave of absence from the 
company and requesting more time for contacting 
the inventor. 

(iii) A November 17, 2000 message from Pat Tye 
to Motohiro Kasahara agreeing to the additional 
time . 

(iv) A November 24, 2000 message from Motohiro 
Kasahara to Seppo Lahtivirta of Nokia Mobile 
Phones Limited Tokyo (NMP- Tokyo) Supervisor of 
the inventor Renford Heaysman requesting his 



assistance in obtaining signatures from the 
inventor Renford Heaysman. 

(v) A November 27, 2000 message from Seppo 
Lahtivirta to Motohiro Kasahara informing him 
that the inventor Renford Heaysman was to 
officially leave the employment of NMP- Tokyo in 
December 2 000 and that the inventor is no 
longer coming to the office. 

(b) A copy of an April 24, 2001 letter from Motohiro 
Kasahara to the inventor Renford Heaysman 
including copies of the application and 
Assignment and Declaration requesting the 
inventor to sign the Assignment and Declaration. 

(c) A copy of a certification of delivery (including 
English translation) of the April 24, 2001 
letter. 

(d) A copy of a May 31 # 2001 email message from 
Motohiro Kasahara to the last known email address 
of the inventor Renford Heaysman informing him of 
the April 24, 2001 letter and again requesting that 
he sign the Assignment and Declaration. 

(4) None of the above-described attempts to reach the 
inventor Renford Heaysman resulted in obtaining a signature 



from the inventor on either the Declaration or the 
Assignment for application No. 09/718,498. 

(5) Applicant under 37 CFR §1.47 (b) Nokia Mobile 
Phones Limited has a proprietary interest in the invention 
as set forth and claimed in application No. 09/718,498 
being that the inventor Renford Heaysman as part of his 
employment agreement was under an obligation to assign all 
inventions invented by him to Nokia Mobile Phones Limited 
and the inventor Renford Heaysman executed an Assignment 
for the priority application from which priority is claimed 
in the application No. 09/718,498 under 35 USC §119. A 
copy of said Assignment is attached. 

(6) The filing of application No. 09/718,498 is 
necessary so as to preserve the rights Applicant under 37 
CFR §1.47 (b) Nokia Mobile Phones Limited have in the 
invention as set forth and claimed therein and to prevent 
irreparable damage. Such irreparable damage includes 
preventing Applicant from claiming priority under 3 5 USC 
§119 should the November 24, 2000 filing date of the 



application No. 09/718,498 is not granted, said filing date 
being within one year of application No. 9927667.7 filed 
November 23, 1999 in Great Britain.
